Anglers, Unlike Diplomats, 


Are Always a Race Apart 


This is the time of year and this is the sort of day when the 
soundness of the line is tested, the feathered lure undergoes: inspec- 
tion and the man of the house gets the look in his eye that reflects 
his intent as surely as the still pool does the overhanging tree where 


last summer's big trout rose. 

It is also the time of year when 
the rising sap buds trees and stirs 
confer-

ences, from which they also often 
return with empty creels. A fisher- 
man can explain his bad luck; it is 
never lack of skill but always the 
wrongness of the weather or the 
bad water or too many other fisher- 
men after the same fish. Statesmen 
use the same diplomatic reasoning 
to explain their lack of catch. 

Yet despite these _ similarities 
there is a great difference, as any 
fisherman can tell you. Diplomats 
are only people, while fishermen 
are a race apart. A fisherman on 
the Volga is little different from a 
fisherman on the Mississippi tribu- 
taries or a Japanese with his cor- 
morant off Hokkaido. Fishermen 
have a purpose in common, which 
is to catch fish; while the purpose 


of the diplomat is to keep other 
diplomats from catching fish. 
Fishermen also have a common 
way of handling language, though 
in different tongues. Minister of 
Fisheries James Frazier recently 
told his countrymen that while on 
the whole Canadians were honest 
folk ‘‘sports fishermen grow. care- 
less with the truth when reporting 
the number and size of catches to 
their friends or to the govern- 
ment.”’ Surely this is true of Ger- 
man, French, Malayan or Eskimo 
fishermen—or of Americans. 
Where there is so much affinity 
among men, perhaps it should be 
put to useful purposes. Maybe the 
answer is to turn fishermen into 
diplomats, or make all diplomats 
into fishermen even though they'd 
talk not only of their catch but 
brag about how big was the crisis 


that got away. -

government in 1956, including the White House. 


The pattern became clear in the 
Democratic jubilee last weekend 
when Democrats from all parts of 
the country assembled here to do 
honor to their ‘‘Mr. Democrat’’— 
Speaker of the House Sam Rayburn 
—in the annual Jefferson-Jackson 
celebration at $100 a plate. 

The direct assault on President 
Eisenhower will fall to the national 
committee under direction of 
Chairman Paul Butler, to local 
party officials outside of Washing- 
ton and, when they choose to take 
the platform, to the party's always 
outspoken elder statesman, Harry 
S. Truman, and to its titular lead- 
er and most likely nominee in 
19956. Adlai Stevenson, who tempo- 
rarily has departed the American 
political scene for Africa. 

The Democratic leadership here 
in Congress will shy away from 
the direct personal attack on the 
President lest it be accused of par- 
tisanship and irresponsibility in the 
ordained task of sharing manage- 
ment of the government with the 
President which the people im- 
posed on it in last Novemtber’s elec- 
tion. 

Recently Democratic congres- 
sional leaders have been under 
heavy pressure to “‘open up” on 
the President, so recently, in fact, 
as Chairman Butler's own report 
to the national committee at the 
meeting here and in his speech at 
the Rayburn dinner Saturday night. 
But the tip-off came in the contrast 
of the direct attack by him and 

r 


former President Harry Truman on 
one hand, and the restraint of the 
{two party leaders in Congress, 
Speaker Rayburn and Sen. Lyndon 
Johnson, on the other. 

The speaker, in fact, gave the 
cue for the conduct of the party 
leadership in Congress when, after 
tracing the Democratic Party's 
management of government for 20 
of the most tempestuous years of 
our whole national history, he said: 

“I think, then, that we Demo- 
crats have learned something about 
the nature of responsibility, and 
because we have learned some- 
thing about it, I know that I speak 
for all Democrats when I say this. 


Our hearts go out to President 
Eisenhower as, in the terrible 
loneliness that surrounds presi- 


dents, he wrestles with the prob- 
lems of life and death that con- 
front the nation. 

“‘We Democrats, I am happy to 
say, have conducted ourselves with 
the highest responsibility toward 
the President in his direction of 
the country’s international rela- 
tions. And, as duty dictates; we 
have maintained a loyal opposition. 
It has remained for prominent 
members of the President’s own 
political party to confront him with 
a disloyal opposition.”’

I heard the other day 
of a young woman who was told by doctors that she had improved 
to the extent where she could go home on a furlough. She was 
jubilant and immediately started making plans for a return to 
the land of the living.
